STATE SERVICE FOR 
SOVIET STUDENTS

OVIET students have been 
getting into trouble lately. 
The students, who have tra- 
Gitionally been in the van of 
the revolutionary movement, 
and the bearers of the ra- 


ical tradition in Russia, are 


now being accused of lack of 
revolutionary spirit. Of course 
they have all passed their 
tests in Diamat“ (dialectical 
Materialien) — they could not 
Graduate without u — but in 
practice, it is claimed that 
they lack a sense of political 
and social responsibility. They 
want to lead an “easy life” 
and escape the duties of the 
Soviet intelligentsia. 


Specifically, after the last 
examinations at Moscow Uni- 
versity, and other institutions 
of higher learning, many stu- 
dents refused to accept po- 
sitions outside of the Capital 
or other big cities, according 
to a number of official re- 
ports, stories in the press and 
caricatures. There exists a 
severe lack of technical spe- 
cialists, physicians, teachers 
etc. in the more remote areas 
of the Soviet Union, such as

Lack of Idealism 


Since the educational re- 
form of 1940 ‘when tuition 
fees were re-introduced) there 
has been a falling off of ide- 
alism in the universities. 
Many students whose parents 
are not well-to-do, receive 
a stipend of 200 rubles which 
is not enough to make ends 
meet. The working students 
are ambitious to live in more 
comfortable conditions after 
their graduation. 


The official name for this 
low morale is “Remnants of 
bourgeois ideology in the 
conscience of the people.” 
But the roots are deeper 
than that. The graduutes of 
today know the old regime 
only from their history books. 
Russian ruling classes 
have never been enthusiastic 
about servingsthe state. Peter I 
had to abolish the pri- 
vileges of those who aid not 
enter state service. 
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. the Joint Chiefs, is impossible 
without vast reinforcements. 
These cannot be afforded, and, 
in any case, to stand along 
the Parallel would be to pre- 
sent the Chinese with sitting 
targets, at which they could 
launch attacks from excellent 
strongholds just above it.
